OUTH CORK Board of Public 
Assistance yesterday decided to 
press for its own plan to build a Cork 
regional hospital in brick, with cut 
stone dressings, after a discussion on 
the project. in which the Board 
agreed on the schedule of accom- 
modation, subject to a few minor 
details.
